IXCUJOASING THE POLL. TAX 
-Mr. Di'aiie moved, witli Mr. Hel^esen 
as scoonilcr: 

Whereas i| is till' declared policy ol 
the parllaiiieiil of Canada Id restrict tli< 
immigration of persons of the Cliiiiest 
race into Canada, as shown by the en 
actment whicli imposes a tax of $50 on 
eacli Chinese entering the country. And 
whereas tliis per capita tax is so low as 
to be wholly ineffective in currying out 
the desires and wishes of the Dominion 
parliament in this regard, as is plain 
Jy shown by the steady increase in the in- 
flux of Chinese persons into this coun- 
try; and whereas it is desirable that ef- 
fcctivf! iiieasures be taken us speedily as 
possible to prevent aii.v further imnii- 
crati(]ii of 01iine.se into the Dominion of 
Canada; tli'^refore be it resolved, that 
a respectful address l)e presented to Ilis 
Honor the Lieut. -(lovenior, reiiiiostinK 
his to acciuaint the Dominion Kovern- 
uieiil and parliament with the ojiitiion 
and d<'.sire of this legislature, that the 
-per capita ta.\ on Chinese iiiiniif;rinits 
.should at mice be iiieri'ased to at least 
.'jriOt*. and that Ilis Honor may bo pleas- 
ed, in briiiKiiij; thfs matter to the atten- 
tion of the Dominion authorities, to cite 
the followilij;:

Chin- 
ese itnmiKrants i)aid tlie ta.x and entered 
Canada throiich the ports of this pro- 
vince alone, the averajie for the past 
three years bein;; over Li.lOO per annum. 

"2. This enormous inllux. lofjelher with 
the present Chinese po[)ulatioii of the 
province, estimated m about l l.noo. and 
" the natural incivase by bortlis in the pro- 
vince, has already driven W(irkint:meii cjf 
British race and blood out of many of the 
fields of labor, and threatens before Ion?, 
If not stopped, to leave very little occupa- 
tion remaining for the white laborer. 

"3. The history of the sister colonies 
of Great Britain, as well as of other 
countries, has fully demonstrated that 
wherever Chinese iminiRration has taken 
• place, and where the influx has been un- 
restricted, the white worker lias been 'n 
the first plae<? dcKradeii l)y the competi- 
tion to whicli lliey were subjected, and 
ultimately wholly or lar;.'ely driven out. 

"1. That the Iin|)eri!il tiuthorities are 
in sympathy with the elTorls of the Brit- 
ish colonies to i)rijtcc| I^ritisli workers 
from the destructive iiwursions of Asia- 
tie coolies is shown by their iKJii-inter- 
ference in restrictive le;.'islation i)asseil 
.■ind_ enforced by those colonies. 

"5. lOft'ective revlrictio.i is now lieint; 
eiit<irced in various of \\n' colonies. In 
.Xew Soulli Wales and in Xew Zetilaiid 
a iier capita ta.x of £11111, or .Sndll is inv 
Iiosc'd, anil ships carryiufr Chinese iiii- 
rai;,'raiits to those colonies ;ire allowe.l to 
land iKit more than one Chinese to each 
300 tons and 201) tons ship's burden re- 
spectively. In Xew South Wales, no 
Chinese is allowed to become naturalized. 

"0. So cffectivo has this le;:isla tiou 
proved that the Chinese population of 
those colonies is gradually dwindling, 
while the number of immigrants has di- 
creasod from the thousands that were 
annually imported before these restric- 
tive measures were enforced to almost an 
iinpcroefitible number. These colonic's 
will soon be rid of Chinese nItoKetlier. 
The latest returns show that tin' depar- 
tures tiro beKinniiiK largely to exceed the 
arrivals. 

"7. It is well known to bo the habitual 
custom of C.hinese laborers to semi their 
surplus earnings to China, and when 
that is not the case these earnin^'s are 
usually extorted from them by '•com- 
panies" las they are calledl which in the 
first place, liave sent the coolie out here 
in a position of coniplele bonila.L'o In 
them.

I'UOVIXCIAL TOLL RO.VDS. 

Jlr, .Merhillijis, resuming the debute on 
the iiiotioii for second reading of the toll 
r<iails hill, tliouglit that a retrogriiile in- 
stead ol a progressive policy had been 
adopleil In this legislation. Toll rimils 
wire ;inci"i)l history ami everywhere 
condeiiuieil in I'jastern Caiiaila, alllioiigli 
the dissimilar con<lilioiis iiii;;lil make tlie 
proposition dilTereiil ia this province. 
'I'liere w.'is another point — was it ;,'iKHi 
policy for the province to take the risk 
ol Iniildiiig sindi roads as propo.seil into 
iiiiiiiiig coiiiilry that might prove value- 
less or be (piiekly worked out'? He would 
luive preferred that the government leavi- 
such roads to be constructed by private 
enterprise and at private risk, giving 
iiionetarj- assislnnce in perhaps the same 
manner as lo rtiilways. Under the pres- 
ent plan the government might soon find 
itself in possi-ssion of a number of costly 
lull useless roads ihrougll deserted terri- 
tury. 

.Mr. Ellison aiiproved the |iriiici|ile of 
the bill as the liest and most pr;ii-t ii-al 
to be ado|ited for the o|ienilig ii|i niul ile- 
velopiuenl of such disiricis as the A Ilia 
eoiintry and Cassiar. It also provided a 
means for the country olilaiiiillg some 
revenue that otherwise would pay no 
kind of tax, while enjoying all the ad- 
vantages id' the province. 

Mr. Hootli also approved the principle 
o*' toll roads for the oiieiiiiig up of new 
districts— especially milling country — but 
thought that (under certain restrictions) 
privute parlies might be nllowcil to build 
roads of the character contemphite<l. and 
cidlect tolls up to a certain Btipuhiteil 
amount.
